The Duckwater Tribal Community depends on Federal Government Funding at this time and is an
agriculture and ranching community. For the ranchers to make things break even they need to find
employment outside or on the reservation. Rodney’s idea is that someday the Tribe will be able to
create businesses that will support the reservation so that they do not have to depend on Federal
funding and will be able to supplement programs and community, agriculture, ranching and other
ventures.
